G. P. A. Healey, the Artist. 

We noticed, a few days since, that fine work 
of art, the portrait of Genera] Jacksen, paint- 
ed by the well known artist, G. P. A. Healey, 
Eaq., of whom, both as a citizen and an artist, 
Chicago is deservedly prond. Mr. Healey has 
left for Wasbington with the portrait. and will 
stop at Wheeling on his way, to paint General 
Rosecranz, He designs returning home in the 
spring, when he will complete the orders given 
him by Congress some three years since, by 
painting the two remaining whole lengths, 
Generals Harrison and Tyler. 

The departure of an artist whose fame is 
world-wide is not an val matter. Ev- 
ery movement in his life is Invested with par- 


with the art in which he stands higher than 
any living artist of his time, perhaps, as far as 
his speciality—portrait painting—pertains. It 
is im this view of the case that we are war- 
ranted in presenting a few points in the life of 
Mr. Healey, Wlustratirig his rapid advance- 
ment and the triumphs of the brush he has 
achieved, which belong not alone to himself 
bat to the whole country. 

Mr. Healey commenced the study of his art 
in the autump of 1581, at Boston, liis native 
city, acting under the advice of the iustri- 
ous artist, Thomas Sully. In 1833 his 
works attracted the attention of Mra. Har- 
rigon Gray Otis, a patroness of art and a lady 
well known of late from her active sympathies 
with our soldiers, by which he was emabied in 
the spring of 1834 to visit Paris and pursue 
his studies, with the advantages of the Louvre 
at his command. In 1335 he went to Italy, the 
fountain bead of art, where his quick percep- 
tions in ali matters pertaining \o painting, and 
his innate love of his profession, soem discern- 
ed worthy models of stady, a patient study of 
which resulted in his rapid advancement. His 
stay in Italy, however, was bricf. Ip 1836 he 
went to Lendon, where he remained some 
pears, and painted the Duke of Sussex, Hame 
the historian, and other celebrities. Soon af- 
ter the coronation of Victoria, an occasion in 
which Marshal Soult was conspicuous, Mr.
